REMARKS 

As above-noted, Claims 1 through 27 were canceled at page 13 of a Preliminary 
Amendment filed January 28, 2004 (the "Preliminary Amendment"). In addition, Claims 1 
through 27 were identified as being canceled at page 19 of the Remarks of that Prehminary 
Amendment. 

In response to the Notice, this Response to Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment 
("Response") provides an express statement that Claims i through 43 have been canceled. 
Specifically, Claims 1 through 43 are collectively presented, without the claim text, and 
with the status identifier "Canceled" inserted in parenthesis. 

This Response again shows Claims 44 through 54 as presented in the April 19* 
Amendment. Specifically, each of Claims 44 through 54 is presented herein with fiiU text 
and identified with an appropriate status identifier inserted in parenthesis. 

It is respectfiiUy submitted that a complete listing of the canceled claims and the 
claims pending in the appUcation has been presented. It is also respectfully submitted that 
this Response to Notice is fiiUy responsive to the Notice. 
Claim Status 

Claims 1 through 43 are canceled. 

Claims 44 through 54 remain pending in the appHcation. No new matter has been 
presented. Claims 44 and 48 are only independent claims pending in the application. 

The Examiner is directed to the Remarks section beginning at page 8 of the April 
19^^ Amendment for a discussion of the pending claims and is requested to give such due 
consideration.
